from disintorested motives."’ 

Tho Committee's first object was 
an endeavour to cffect a reconcilin- 
tion between certnin of the 
principal belligerent leaders, but 
without enceoss.

very hard in. trying tu. prevent the

Chekiang aud Kiangsu. On the lst 
November, when Sir Robert arrived 
at Sabang, Sumatra, on bis journey 
back from Murope, he wired to the 
Committee iu Shanghai as follows:

“A HUGE PROBLEM. - 


In socking to ovolve a schome 
for the provention of local trade 
disputes, ‘the promotors of the 
Hongkong Industrial Security 
Association, Ltd., are endoavour- 
ing to solvo a problem which has 
bafflod econoniists in all parts of 
tho world. Tho basic idoa of the 
tho proposal now put forward is 
an old ono—namely, co-operation 
botweon Capital and Labour, to 
tho mutual advantage of omploy- 
orand omployed. At tho moment, 
wo aro not concerned with tho 
financial aspoct of the scheme, 
though wo fully roaliso that no 
success can bo hopod for unless 
the project is sound from this 
standpoint. Rather would wo 
touch the fundamental side of 
the question, which is ‘tho likeli- 
hood or otherwiso of strikes 


_| being prevented by the machin- 


ory which the Association will 
bring into being. 


Tho first essontiul to success 


‘is, of course, a sufficiont numbor 


of omployors and omployeos 
having a mutual trust ono in the 
other. On this point, the pre- 
liminary notice which has just 
beon issued asserts that “ many 
artisans ond = labourors, ' also 
othors,” havo docided to join the 
Association, tho numbor being 
subsequently given as “approx- 
imately 5,000 pooplo.” What 
proportion of those are workers 
is not stated; in any ovent, there 
would need to bo many more 
adherents to tho project before it 
could bo placcd on a workablo 
basis, What aro tho prospocts of 
attracting any considorable pro- 
portion of tho workers of the 
Colony to join up? That, it 
seems to us, is a vital point, As 
we comprehend . the schome, 
this new Association can bo 
described ss a Guild to counter 
tho Workers’ Guilds. It rosem- 
blos tho Iattor, in the sonae that 
it implios cortain obligations ahd 
benefits, but it diffors therefrom 
in tho sense that it will havea 


‘J gompoaito memborship roprosont- 


ing both mon ond masters, Tho 
mombors of tho Workers’ Guilde 
are subject to tha orders of thoir 
officials; thoso of ‘the proposed 
‘Assoplation aro oxpocted to eboy 


application, tho most that can be 
dono, apparontly, is to “ approach 
tho omployors affectod and 
andeavour to sottle tho difference 
of opinion.”. (Incidentally, these 
employors ore undor the saino 
pond of obedience as* “tho 
workors). Failing agreement, tho 
question can bo roforred to 
a espocially-croated Arbitration 
Board—" assuming — that both 
sides agree-to arbitration.” Should 
tho employers rofuse to submit 
to arbitration, “the Diroctors of 
tho ‘Association shall consider 
tho best courso to bo pursued in 
tho circumstances.” That ap- 
pears to us, to say the Joost of it, 
a vory unsatisfactory arrange- 
It certainly carrics no 
guorantee of immunity from 
strikos. : Tho question is: Aro 
the majority of tho workors of 
the Colony propared to desert 
thoir own Guilds to join an 
Association under, which satis- 
faction of their claims rosts on 60 
procarious, a basis? Wo doubt 
it. Evon if tho rulos wore made 
striotor still, implying absolute 
agroeomont by all. = mombors 
{omployors and employed alike) 
with tho decisions of the Diroctore, 
what guarantee is thoro that 
oithur the ono group or the other 
would not sacrifice memborship 
rathor than obey? After all, it 
comes down to a matter of good 
feith, and, human nature hein 
what it is, wo doubt whothor 
this spirit can be created by 
rulos and regulations.

In saying 80 much, wo havo no 
desire to throw cold wator on tho 
schomo, which obviously — re- 
presonts a keon dosire to rid the

To most of us the torms of 
Britain’s ultimatuin to tho 
Egyptian Governmont must have 
como as somothing of a surprise 
with its evidont dotormination to 
end the intrigue and anarchy 
which has boon steadily growing. 
Thero ig quite o pro-war froshnoss 
about the demands, which forcibly 
rominds one that since the tragic 
days of 1914-18 the tondency has 
boon to compromiso, rather than 
assert.our rights. No doubt the 
Egyptians thomselves have boon 
vory much surprised to find that 
tho British lion Js not going to 
stand ony more'tonsing and can 
still roar as loudly os ever. Tho 
concorn over the Sirdar's murder 
exhibited by Zaglul Pasha was 
probably genuine’ enough—be

Sudaws Future. 


Apart from other matters of 
tho moment in this Anglo- 
Egyptian crisis is the question of 
the tuture of the Sudan, and it 
must bo a sorry day for tho 
agitators to find that thoir dreams 
of dominion over, the Sudanoso 
are shattered, The compulsory 
evacuation of the’ southern torri- 
tory by Egyptian troops, and the 
oxtension of British dovelopment 
of tho area concerned, will sound 
tho doath knoll to ultra nationa- 
list ambitions. Incidentally, the 
Zaglulist claims toadministration 
of tho Sudan have novor been 
admitted by Britain. The rule 
of Egypt in this aron, after o 
graduat oxtonsion during tho 
middle of last contury, wos ended 
by the rovolt of tho. Mahdi 
in 1882. In 1896, British and 
Egyptian forces started the cam- 
paign against tho Khalifa, the 
‘Mahdi's auccossor, and the yoar 
1899 saw tho oporationscompleted. 
In January of that year tho Cairo 
convention was signod botwoon 
tho British and Egyptian Gov- 
ernments, by. vhich a joint rule 
was inaugurated, but with o 
deciddd British influonce.” Tho 
Egyptian nationalists have aimed 
at .comploto control for thom- 
solvos. It is now declared that 
notbing will bo dono to interforo 
with that agroement of twonty- 
five years ago—which oleo moans 
that no attempts to deprive us of 
our. rights of contro) ‘will .bo

BRUTAL MURDER. | 


ERCHANT HACKED 
‘TO DEATH, ~ - 

Dotalls of tho.'murder of a ten 
merchant in a houso at Connaught 
Road Contra! were given ‘at the 
Contral Magistracy yesterday, when 
Mr. T. M. Hazlerlgg, Assistant 
Crown Solicitor, presented the casc 
for tho Crown, The accused, So 
Kam, {is alleged to have killed the 
deceascd In September. : 
Mr. Hazlerigg snid the accused 
was charged with the murder of 
Wong Pui, an elderly man of 62, 
who had carrlod on busincss as 
a toa oxporter under the name 
of the Tung. Fong shop at 146 
Connaught- Rond Central, second 
Moor. The old man Hved on the 
premisos, genorally ’slecping in 
the accountant’s office, The busi- 
noss was not'n prosperous one, 
and the household and business 
ataff consisted of the deceased 
himsolf, his son who worked 1s 
accotntnnt, the defendant and a 
cook. named. Wong Cheuk, The 
defendant was employed as a tea 
packer and had worked for the 
. deceased for several months, On 
the evening of the 30th September 
there were on the premiscs the 
' merenant, defendant and the cook, 
the son of the deceased being 
away on a visit to his village. 
About 7.40 the defendant gave the 
cook twenty cents and asked him 
to buy cough medicine from a 
shop which, he named at Coohrane 
Street. The cook went out and 
returned at 845, During the in- 
terval the deceased was murdered.

Part of this was quoted by Mr. 
Hazlerigy yesterday as showing 
what, according to the defendant's 
version, took piace while the cook 
was away. The accused alleged 
fn his statement that he received 
a cull from a clansman named So 
Shing, who cume to ask him if 
any passenger was going: to Kong- 
moon, and, if thore was any, 
whether the man had money. He 
told So Shing that there was a man 
named Ah Chan going to Kong- 
moon, but this man hnd no money 
though the cook’ credited him with 
the possession of $3,009. So Shing 
went out, but returned about 8 
o’clock when he again referred 
to the probable wenlth of the 
pansenger.: Decensed referred to 
n long conversation, in which So 
Shing axcertained that Ah Chan 
was supposed to hive $3,000 de- 
posited in various banks, learned 
‘the procedure of how'lo draw 
money from banks and communi- 
eated his Intention to him (the 
defendant) that he wanted to get 
the business chop of the decensed 
from the Iutter’s safe. They 
talked tozether In the kitchen, 
After the conversation So Shing 
cume out of the kitchen and he 
continued washing clothes. Later 
So Shing brought an axe and 
asked if it could be used to kill 
a man, He replied “certainly.” 
So Shing took it ‘out and subre- 
quently reported to him that he 
had chopped up the old man and 
killed him. The statement alieres 
that So Shing put the body of the 
merchant into a tea “box, stuffing 
it with newspapers and ald yunny 
bags, So Shing opened the safe: 
with a key and took -cut certain

That night two clangsman arrived 
from Kongmoon and sought accom- 
modation at the house of the 
deceased. They were told by tho 
cook what had happened.On the 
2nd the defendant went out and 
did not return. ‘That afternoon 
the two visitors noticed a bad 
smell on the yerandah and blood 


consultation took place, which 
ended in a report being made to 
the police. The police visited the 
premises, opened the box and found 
the body of the murdered man 
Inside.

The old man 
had been severely hacked on the 
head, the frontal bone of his skull 
and the jaw, being fractured, His 
thront hnd also been cut.
